The Boston Herald sya nives with Game 
‘betta in bis defeat and cannot understand why 
the present Assembly rejects the serutin de 
liste when the last adopted it, It agrees 
with Gambetta “that the coherency of party is 
‘altogether wo weak in France,” Has not our 
Independent contemporary heard enoagh of thi 
sort of talk at home to be a Jittle suspicious 
of itin Franve? If this scheme were carried, 
argues the Herald, *“Gawbetta would have the 
‘compact majority be desires,’ which would be 
“very greutly in his favor.’ Exactly, and it 
strikes us that the Herald, instead of denoune- 
ing the Assembly as ‘sickle’ (the present 
Assembly never voted on the anestion before), 
should consider whether it is wise to build up 
Compact majorities in republics devoted to the 
personal iortunes of great political leaders. 
For, please to observe, there is mo question now 
ofa republican majority at all times in the 
French Senate and Assembly. What the late 
premier of France wanted was a Gambettist 
majority. ‘The Senate wisely declines to indorse 
bis projest to that end. 


Wendell Phillips thinks all federal officials 
ought to be chosen by poplar vote of the 
Ocalities which they serve, The scheme Is at- 
tractive, but is not practicable and not worth 
trying until other and Jess revolutionary ex+ 
pedients have been tried for the reformation of 
the distribution of patronaye. This would 
destroy the partisanship of the service, because 
democratic communities would elect democratic 
officials and republican cilstriets republican 
offichals, but it would have the evil effeer to 
give one section a grea! preponderance of 
officials of one party and another sectiona 
majority of those of the other. The principle of 
popular election might be followed, it seems to 
us,in the appointment of postimasters, Let 
each community, upon the ovenrrence of @ 
vacancy io its postmastership, nominate by vote 
three persons, not all of one party, of whom the 
president or postinaster-general, as th 
may be, should appoint one for postmaster, This 
would give the local constitdency a voice, with- 
out destroying the responsibility of the sabordi- 
nate tothe power which appoluts him, We 
hould like to see valid practical objections 











raised to this plaw for the°appoimtment of post 
asters.

‘The question which The Republican proposed 
Saturday morning as to President Arthur's 
share in the Chili-Peruvian business is now the 
subject of a lively controversy between the 
president and Mr Blaine, The latter claims 
that the president knew of his interest in and 
favor toa sebeme suggested to him two years 
ago by te Nicaraguan minister for a confedera- 
ton of the South American republics ander our 
protection and sanctioned his consequent oppo- 
sition to the dismemberment of Peru, He claims 
that Arthur changed his ground after changing 
secretaries of state, The president, on the 
other band, is said to be greatly astonished by 
the language of Mr Blaine’s instructions to 
Treseott and to consider that Blaine misrepre- 
sented to him the tenor of those instructions. 
From this it would appear that Mr Arthur never 
saw the document iu question, If this is so, it 
cannot fail to be regarded as a great oversight 
in the performance of his official duty 
by the president of the United States, 
It will be impossible to make this affair 
ereditable, either to Mr Blaine or to President 
Authur, except that the latter had sense enough 
lo see the folly of the Blaine policy, The 
precise time when he awoke to this is likely to 
be known, now that Mr Blaine bas had his say. 
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Mr Blaine’s statesmansbip is of the Beacons- 
field pattern, Beacoustield diverted the atten- 
tion of England from the troublesome questions 
of internal reform which Gladstone had been 
urging, Electoral reform, church reform, land 
reform, Irish reform, all went into the back- 
ground, England was to be the regulator of Eu- 
rope, to check the arrogance of Russia, and 
preserve upd regenerate Turkey. She was to 
develop a splendid onental empire, and Victoria 
Was made an eastern empress. We know 
what came of Itall, Turkey was vot regener 
ated, the Christian nationalities were protected 
only after Russia by a bloody war had enforced 
their clayms, wanton War was kindled im Afghan- 
jstan and south Africa, England helped nobody 
and gained nothing, The Beaconsfield ministry 
fell, and (ilaastone’s ministry bad to patch up 
its blunders’ and make good its deticits, Then on 
the liberal ministry fell the work of dealing 
with the tremendous home problems, notably 
thatof Ireland, which Beaconsfield bad abso- 
Jutely neglected to play a sham Don (Quixote 
abread. 

Mr Blaine’s projects seem to have incladed 
hittle less than a political millenium for the 
western continent, The Chilian lion and 
Peruvian lamb were to lie down together. A 
confederation of American republics loomed 
large on the near borizon. Europeans were 
to have nothing todo with the oceame canal— 
except furnishing money to build it, There 
were obstacles in the way,—a total indisposition 
of the South American states to accept our ser- 
vices as big brother, the want of any army or 
navy and an jocouvenient treaty or two, Byt 
to minds of the Napoleonic order there is noth. 
ing impossible, Navies can be built and armies 
rained; big brothers bave a traditional way of 
dealing with reluctant small brothers; andas a 
promising beginning to get rid of the Clayton. 
Bulwer treaty, England was smartly snubbed, 
when she was feeling more kindly toward us 
than ever before. 

Mut Gartield is dead, and his brilliant premier 
hus given place to the prosaic Jereyman Fre- 
linghuysen. The play is stopped at the begin- 
ning of the tirst act, And apparently the great 
American people has got to tend to the chores 
in its own back-yard—pretty hefty chores, too 
There is the tariff coming up for revision, with 
our whole system of forergn and domestic trade 
and manufacture affected by it. There is a 
radical reform of our whole civil service, pro- 
posed at once from the two opposite camps by 
Rendleton aud by Dawes, And, not to mention 
other tritles, the Mormon business is ax big a 
job as the country thas tackled for a good 
while. Jt is proposed—and the proposition 
comes in detinite shape from so sober a man as 
Mr Edmunds—to attempt root and branch 
work with a social institution rooted inthe 
fanatical devotion of a numerous, highly organ- 
ved aul stubborn community, If we are going 
to cut out this huge cancer, it needs strong 
band and cool head, an army io Utah and 
stendy statesmansbip at Washington. We must 
not repeat the 1M17 experience, when the Mor- 
mons laughed at Joe Johnston in the tield and 
Boelanay iu the White House. On the whole, 
it's perhaps as well that crusading to Patagonia 
and Labrador should wait till the home lot is 
fixed up. 

In bis novels Beaconstield showed with perfect 
frankness the motive of his statesmanship. 
Foreign and domestic policy, free trade, con- 
quest, reform, all are pictured as merely eount- 
ers in the game of peryonal ambition. The end 
is always the same,—that the hero shall become 
famous and powerful, and the sails are trimmed 
to whatever wind may blow, in order to make 
that port. Mr Blaine has not written any novels 
to reveal his interior motives,—his countrymen 
can only exercise the Yankee faculty of guessing. 

Such paralleis must not be pushed too far. 
Une or two differences in this ease are obvious, 
Heaconstiell was chosen by the English nation 
as its ruler; he went before the people, au- 
nounced bis program, made his canvass, and 
tied the parliamentary elections. The peo- 












ple accepted him and made themselves 
responsible for Inm. But Mr Blaine haa 
net been chosen by the people to be 
anvthing or do anything; they chose 
% very different map; and it was while 
this wan lay at death's door, and in the first 





taonths of his suecessor’s ru’e, that & mere sec. 
retary in the cabinet introduced a revolution in 
the whole ain and spirit of our policy toward 
foreign nations. There is another ¢ifference: 
Through a long life of political warfare 
Heavonstield’s bitterest foes and the whole Ea- 
lish people knew that bis hands were clean 
from bribes,—Mr Blaine has been implicated in 
one dubious transaction after” another, until the 
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best conscience and intelligence of the coantry 
deeply distrasts bim. His South American 
policy, with its lofty professions and preten- 
sions, is tainted with growing suspicion of a ais- 
reputable commercial job. Beaconsfield, per- 
sonally incorrupt, is yet judged as the exponent 


| of sham Statesmansbip, selfish in its motives, 


false iu its priveiples, ruinous in its tendencies. 
What verdict bave the American people for the 
statesmanship of James G. Blaine? If the 
Beaconsfield method is itself but a counterfeit, 
what is the right name for a bad imitation of a 
counterfeit?

Gambetta has fallen snddenly and without 
convulsing France. It is but a few months 
sives he took the premiership, and the world 
looked to see him, not merely advise President 
Grevy, but dictate government through him, He 
essayed to make the first avowed attempt in 
modern republican government to constitute 
through the premiership a power bebind the 
president greater than the president himself. 
He was expected to make the premiership the 
ruling office of France and the presidency an 
orvamental vacuity. Thenceforwarad it was 
supposed to be Gambetta and not Grévy who 
thought the thoughts of France and who spoke 
as France. This theory was something new in 
republican government, and it was dangerous. 
Repnblics bave no use for presidents, unless 
they are tobe the chosen chiefsof executive 
power. If Gambettas and Blaines are to ran 
administrations, tien presidents become a4 use 
less as kings and queens and more monstrous 
Impositions upon the people, : 

M Gambetta, like Mr Blaine, bas tried his 
power and like bim has failed. There wasa 
time when Ciambetta was wise and statesman- 
like in the advocacy of schemes of public edaca- 
fon and of improved domestic administration. 
Ip carrying thesethroeugh, be experienced the 
conservatism of the Senate, and he bas of late 
years bent his energies to building up the repub- 
lican party of France and concentrating its 
powers in his own hands. He resembles (onk- 
ling in bis greed of spoil, and his get project for 
concentrating power in his own hands was the 
scrutin de liste, corresponding to what would be 
in this country the election of members of Con- 
gress by states on a general ticket, instead of by 
single districts. It is obvious that it is a good 
deal easier for the political machine to manage 
one state convention than to manage the 11 con- 
gressioual conventions, say of Massachusetts. 
In this way Gambetta hoped to acquire greater 
power over the nominations to the Assembly 
all over France, Moreover, if the members 
from ench department were chosen on a 
weneral ticket, the views of a minority 
in the department which ina district’ by itself 
would have chosen a representative of \different 
stripe from the representatives of the rest of the 
department, would be extinguished entirely and 
devied all representation in the national Assem- 
bly. The scrutin de liste in other words is a 
project to maguify the tyranny of the majority, 
to reduce the representation of the minority, 
aud to conduce to the personal influence of the 
bosses in the majority itvell, No better evi- 
denee of the growth of conservatism and of the 
capacity of the Frenc’ people for self-govern- 
ment has been evinced for a long time than the 
refusal of the Assembly to follow CGambetta’s 
leadership in demanding the revision of the na- 
tional constitution and the adoption of the elec- 
tion of the members of the Assembly on genera) 
ticket. 

One of the interesting problems of the present 
situation is the attitude of Prestdent Grévy, the 
imperturbable head of the French republic, 
Has be really lacked the grasp to master the 
situation, or bas he coldly bided his time and 
waited for this galling assumption that Gam- 
betta was the real master of France, te fall when 
he fell’ It he were a figure-head, ne would be a 
magnificent one, but, with his Websterian head, 
it is diftienlt to think him merely that, or in- 
fervor to the coarse-grained son of Genoa,

The orthodoxy of Peacham, Vt., has hada 
falling out with Oliver Johyson, Mr Johnson 
isa Unitarian, aud bas been these 40 years: 
nobody bas mistaken bim for anything else; and 
during all that time on his occasional visits or 
summer sojournts in bis native town he has 
been accustomed to address his fellow-citizens 
in the Congregational church. The society put 
Hip a pew meeting-house about 10 years ago and 
he helped to dedicate it; bis discourse, distinetly 
embodying his liberal belief, was bound to- 
gether with the minister's, and so preserved. 
But this last sammerhe was suddenly dicot- 
ered to bea dreadful and mischievous heretic, 
“easting contempt upon the word of God and 
‘the blood of his Son.'' What bad he done? He 
had delivered by invitation, as so many times 
before, a sermonin the village church; it was 
more polemical than be bad essayed before, but 
it was most elaborately based upon seriptaral 
authority, and was in fact half made up of cita- 
tions of the Bible. The major part of 
this sermon, containing all that is objected 
to, was publisfled in The Sunday Republican a 
few weeks ago, and our readers will bear teati- 
mony that it was inspired with the Christian 
temper and essence, not the less so because it 
discarded certain dogmas of orthodox Congre- 
gationalism, But largely, as we suppose, 
through the intluence of a bigoted minister, the 
society went mad over it and passed resolutions 
of the most theologically contumelious sort, 
containing the expression we have quoted 
above, among a good many other. Since then 
the society bave fallen into a deplorable con- 
dition; they have got Md of their minister, by 
council; contirmed their resolutions upon Mr 
Jobnson's sermon, also by council; aud there is 
no guessing into what deeps of quarrel and 


schism they may plunge. Mr Johnson 
issues an open letter to them, marked 
by the plainest of speech and telling 


them truly that they should retrace their steps 
redress the wrongs they have done—which as he 
recounts theta bave been many besides their 
affront to himself,and unite upon a clean and 
honest young man, who shall “not altempt toe 
‘satisfy the hunger of your souls with dry crnsts 
‘of old theological systems, but bring you fresh 
‘manna from heaven and living water from the 
‘ever open fountains of trath.”” This is good 
advice: it is a pity Mr Johuson should weaken it 
by telling people of Peacham in conclasion that 
he dit mean to endow by Ins will a first-rate 
school im their midst, but that now he will do 
nothing of the sort. That is a school-boy 
retort. Peacham, or its Congregational charch, 
which we presume is about the same thing, has 
dove itself grievous wroog by its Wlibe 





bebavior, and the quality of the ‘sction is not 
dependent upon the consequent determina. 
tion of Mr Johnson's property, or the 
character of the man bimself,—one of the truest 
and finest of men, a member of the old guard 
of abolitionism and philanthrople progress, and 
who insures Peacham remembrance by the fact 
tbat it is his birth-place. 

The general questions anderlying this partic 
ular matter are of no local significance, They 
go directly to the root of things. How it should 
be possible that a long life of honorable work 
devoted to the help of humanity, elevating in 
its exarpple and [ts utterance, deserving and re- 
ceiving esteem, should count for nothing beside 
Ube very moderate expresmon of a dissenting 
opinion in theology, this is, and and always must 
be, a mystery. It shows that idolatry is the po- 
tent passion of man. The life is the man; the con- 
duct of life is the problem; the valoable service 
is that given to solve that problem, to help men 
live, Jesus set the example for this; but so did 
the great Jewish prophets, s0 in their several 
ways have allthe brave and beneficent souls 
who have arisen to protest against decadence of 
spiritual faith and pare living. Jesus found the 
Jews bide-bound in cramping worship of gray 
traditions, forgetting God in a monster of thelr 
own device, Read his Sermon on the Mount, that 
noblest and completest chart for the guidance of 
life, What does be do with the accummulated 
teachings that were to those who lieard him the 
the sum of wisdom? He says in substance; All 
these laws were compromising, partial, iu- 
sufficient; [teach you amore excellent way, 
You have been worshiping blind routine, I lead 
you into intelligent, purposeful work, “Notevery 
‘one that saith ‘Lord! Lord!’ shall enter into 
‘the kingdom of heaven, but he that doeth the 
‘willof my Father which isin heaven.’ The 
Congregationalists of Peacham are like people 
in churches all over the Jand, and other lands. 
The erying of *‘Lord! Lord!” is. of more im- 
portance to them than doing the will of the 
Fatber. 





Tue Agitation ror National Ap To 
SourTneeN BeHoots has brought a oumber of 
bills tonening the matter iuto Congress, the 
most noticeable of which is the one introduced 
by Senator Logan. This provides that all inter. 
nul revenue taxes ou the manufacture and sale 
of distilled liquors, amounting to something 
over $60,000,000 a year, shall be set apart as ao 
educational fund and distriboted among the 
states according to population, As first pro 
posed the distribution was based on illiteracy, 
which would, of course, give a much 
wteater proportion of the money to the 
South, As it now stands the bill gives 
an equal proportion of the tax on con 
sumers of spirits to each child in the coun- 
try, and only alds the South more than the 
North as, from the smaller educational taxes 
jevied, a dollar counts for more theee than bere, 
Senator Vance of North Carolina has a bill 
which, reciting the states-rights doctrine that 
the government cannot collect a tax from the 
people of all the states to be returned to the 
several states, abolishes the taxes on «pirits 
altogether, leaving the states to impose similar 
charges and apply the proceeds to school pur- 
poses if they choose, It is charged that this is 
not offered in good faith, but that its 
real object is to kill Logan's measure. Another 
bill bas been introduced by Senator Blair of 
New Hampshire which makes a direct appropri- 
ation of $15,000,000 the first year, $14,000,000 
the next, and so diminishing for 10 years, when 
the work is to stop altogether, This appropria- 
tion is to be distributed among the states accord- 
ing to thelr illiteracy, and is specially designed 
to help the South bridge the time until its edu- 
cational system can be thoroughly organized 
and given adequate bome support.

Concerning the published statement that the 
instructions to Mr Treseott had been drafted 
and committed to Mr Trescott without the 
knowledge of the president, Mr Blaine said: 
“That statement bas absolutely no foundation 
in truth, The instructions were not only talked 
over, fully at length with the ident, but 
whed written were twice read to him for criti- 
cism and change. Ihave the orginal draft in 
my possession with the modihcations de- 
sired by the president clearly noted. 
Referring to the change of policy inangurated 
by Secretary Frelinghuysen, Mr laine says: 
“It is the undoubted right of the president, as 
4s it is of a private citizen, to change bis mind, 
I have seen no reason to change my mind as to 
the wisdom of the course marked out. Time, 
reflection und the development of events bave 
all the more strongly contirmed me, and I fear 
that one result of the change will be the utter 
destruction of the commercial interests of the 
United States om the South Pacitic coast.” 

“I see,” said the reporter, ‘‘that some papers 
accuse you of anintention or desire to annex 
Peru to the United States."’ At this suggestion 
Mr Blaine showed some impatience. “Why,” 
said be, “you might as well think of annex 
Terra del Fuego or the island of Juan Fernan- 
dez. My dispatches on the Isthmus canal 

juestion disclaimed for the United States any 

‘sire for territorial acquisition in Mexico or 
Central America, [t never occurred to ine that 
the annexation of South American territory 
called for a disclaimer.” Upon being asked 
whether any attempt was made by the United 
States government to push the claims of private 
citizens against Peru, Mr Blaine said, "On the 
contrary, that was curefully and rigidly 
avoided.” 

Referring to the Landreau claim, Mr Blaine

good patronage, even if there was but one coach 
an hour, provided people could depend on their 
scbedole time, But if the wew enterprise should 
contine itself to Main and State streets the 
horse-railroad company, who have had the 
wisdom to reduce their fares to tive cents 
within two years and to order open cars for 
summer use, and who are soon to lay a doable 
track, would give them a hard rub,
